Mr. Mills, who wanted to de­ 
molish the protective features of tte 
tariff m his bill, cannot insist on that 
scheme, at the present time without 
arousing the same sentiment in 
1892 
which knocked the democrats out of 
power in 1888.

•‘Whatever else may come of the de­ 
liberations of the Pan-American con­ 
gress, the agreement arrived at to here­ 
after settle all national disputes between 
any two of the republics of North, South 
and Central America and Hy ti by arbi­ 
tration will be esteemed as more than 
justifying all the labor and expense .that 
have attended the sittings cf the dele­ 
gates. The exception from matters of 
dispute which must be arbitrated is in 
oa*e a nation may believe its independ~ 
ent existence is at stake, when arbitration 
may be declined. The agreement by the 
congress is at once binding upon ell the 
parties to it exoept the United States, 
toe assent cf which will not have been 
completed until after ratification cf the 
senate. The treaty is to remain in force 
twenty years after ratifications shall have 
been exohanged. After that time any 
nation dissatisfied with i:s terms 
withdraw upon one year’s notice.” 
It is a statsment woithy of the Phila­ 
delphia Record, that this agreement of 
the great powers to arbitrate their diffi­ 
culties will be the longest stride toward 
the millennium that christianized 
tions have ever made.

The Body o f the Victim Shipped Across 
the Atlantic Ocean—Other 
Criminal News. 


N ew Y o rk , April 
15.—Cablegrams 
have been received hero from Copen­ 
hagen telling of a shocking murder that 
has come to light there. 
The cable­ 
grams state 
that on Jan. 7 last an 
old factory messenger was sent out to 
cash a bill, but never returned. 
After 
some time it was discovered that he 
had been in the habit of visiting a 
soapmaker named Phillipsen, who was 
suspected of setting fire to his factory, 
and that the old man had been thoro on 
tho day that he disappeared. 
Phillipsen was arrested at Hamburg 
after ho had embarked on a Cape Town 
steamer and brought back to Copen­ 
hagen. 
Ile has now confessed that he 
strangled tho messenger, stolo his money 
and packed his body in a barrel of lime, 
which 
he shipped on a New York 
steamer on Jan. 13 to some suppositious 
firm at Racine, Wis. 
Yesterday after- 
was re- 
noon the following cablegram 
ceived here: 
“ C o p e n h a g e n .—F u n c h , Edyk & Co., 
Agents Thingvalla Line: 
Investigate if 
o h o barrel or parcel shipped per steamer 
Thingvalla, from here Jan 13, 
parcel 
addressed as per bill of lading, ‘ “Beres­ 
ford Brothers, Racine, W is.,” ’ is still In 
the customs warehouse at New York. 
It Is supposed to 'contain the body of 
a murdered man. 
If found mako the 
necessary arrangements to secure It, as 
it will probably bo wanted to return. 
Wire tho result as quickly as possible.” 
The cablegram was from tho home 
office of the Thingvalla lino, of which 
Funch, Edye & Co., are the local agents. 
An investigation was made, and in the 
cellar of tho appraiser’s store In this 
city late in tho afternoon a cask labeled 
“cement” was found. 
The head of the 
cask was broken open and tho top of a 
man’s head was disclosed. 
Some staves 
were removed and there packed in the 
plaster was found the body of a very 
tall man fully clothed. 
In crowding the 
body Into the cask it had been bent al­ 
most double. 
Tho arms were thrust 
upward and the fingers were bent and 
distorted. 


HE LS SENTENCED. 


Jury-Briber O'Donnell is Sent to Joliet 
for Three Years. 
C h ic a g o , April 15.—Jeremiah O’Don­ 
nell was sentenced by Judge Waterman 
late yesterday afternoon to tlireo years 
in tho penitentiary In accordance with 
the verdict of tho jury which found him 
guilty of conspiring to defeat the ends 
of justice In tho Cronin case. 
O'Donnell expects to be out on bail in 
a day or two at farthest, pending a re­ 
view of the case on a writ of error by 
tho appellate court. 
Defendant's coun­ 
sel called up the case on their motion 
for arrest of judgment which they had 
made to gain time to complete their bill 
of exceptions. 
That had been aceom 
plished, and the motion was arguer! 
perfunctorily bv Mr. Briggs. 
It was 
overruled and sentence pronounced. 


GAMBLING MUST STOP. 


The Chicago Mayor Orders the Closing 
o f All Houses and Is Obeyed. 


C h ic a g o , April 15.—Mayor Crelgei 
directed Chief of Police Marsh last 
night to at once close every gambling 
house found open. 
The “fraternity' 
was notified and at IO o’clock—the time 
specified in tho order—tho last “deal’ 
was made. the croupiers sent home, and 
tho lights turnod out In nearly every 
house. 
By midnight but one “joint” 
could bo found open. 
This was at 85 
Clark street. 
The gamblers are down­ 
hearted. 
They say the mayor “means 
business” and that their occupation is 
gone. 
It Is given out that every house 
attempting to run will be promptly 
raided and the paraphernalia destroyed.

and allowances 
I rom the 
county agent. 
The cheerless and un­ 
furnished homo was tho scene of the 
death of William Burke, a son, Satur­ 
day. 
Ile was buried at 
the expense 
of the county, hut the neighbors, upon 
hearing of the death of the old man, 
determined that he should receive a 
more fitting burial. 
They raised money 
by contributing to a fund and tendered 
the sum to th e heart-broken wife, who 
had spent the night lying across tho 
dead body of her husband or offering 
prayers for his soul’s salvation. 
The blow will prove fatal to the old 
woman, it is believed,

L ondon, April 15.—Sir Jam es F e r g u ­ 
son, under foreign secretary, stated In 
the House of Commons th a t some points 
in the negotiations with Portugal re­ 
mained unsettled, including tho ques­ 
tions of the Delagoa Bay railway and 
with reference to Mashonaland. 
He said he would not doubt tho 
loyalty of the Portuguese government in 
adhering to its engagements.

Miller show the stock of wheat in pri­ 
vate elevators here, not included in the 
visible supply statement, to be 1,955,000, 
an increase of 18,000 bushels compared 
w ith last Monday. T his leaves the stock 
at throe points as follows:

Tho 
M arket Record 
places the stock of wheat in country ele­ 
vators of Minnesota and Hie Dakotas at 
4.923.000 bushels, a decrease for the 
week of 345,000 bushels. 
This makes 
net decrease at all points of 222,000 
bushels. 
Stocks in the country houses 
are about 100,000 bushels larger than 
year ago. 


To Fix a Miners' Scale. 
Columbus, Ohio, April 15.—A large 
representation of miner delegates from 
different States interested have arrived 
to attend the joint meeting of miners 
and operators, with a view to re-estab­ 
lishing the inter-St ate agreement and 
fixing a scale of prices for the coming 
year. 
Tho Ohio miners favor the scale 
adopted in this city last January, but 
the opinion prevails th a t it will fall, 
for the reason that Ohio and Pennsylva­ 
nia operators cannot grant tho advance, 
owing to tho refusal of the Indiana and 
Illinois operators, who form a part of the 
competitive district, refusing to attend 
the convention. 


National Organization of Sailors. 
N ew YOUK, 
April 
15. — Delegates 
rerresenting the various organizations 
of 
firemen and sailors in this city, 
Brooklyn, 
Jersey 
City, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Coston, and Chicago met here 
for the purpose of forming a National 
organization. 
Resolutions advocating 
the affiliation of all seafaring men of tho 
Pacific, Atlantic, gulf, and lake ports 
w ith the amalgamated unions under one 
head, in order that a uniform rate of 
wages and equal conditions be establish­ 
ed through the 
United States, were 
adopted and also one pledging the union 
to buy only goods of union labor manu­ 
facture where obtainable. 


W ashington. April 
15.—Mr. Plumb 
introduced a bill in the Senate for the 
disposition of certain funds in the treas­ 
ury, and asked th at it be read in full, as 
he desired to call the attention of tho 
finance committee to it. 
It provides th at the money required to 
be deposited for the redemption of tho 
National bank circulation shall be car­ 
ried into tho treasury and treated as 
funds available for the reduction of the 
public debt and for the current expenses 
of tho government; th a t all funds held 
for the payment of the matured debt and 
interest, due and unpaid, shall be simi­ 
larly treated, and th at hereafter no 
funds available above the sum of SIO,- 
000,000 shall be retained in the treasury; 
this not to bo construed, however, as 
permanently diminishing the fund of 
$100,000,000 now held f#r the redemp­ 
tion of treasury notes. 
Mr. Plumb said th a t there was less 
than S700,000,000 of circulation for the 
use of the 05,000,000 of people of the 
United Statos, probably not more than 
SIO per capita. 
Tho system of finance 
th a t had been built up and maintained 
had brought about the result. 
It had 
been stated in tim public prints th at in 
pursuance of his policy of controling 
the finances of tho country, the Secre­ 
tary of tho Treasurer had contracted 
the currency during tho month of Feb­ 
ruary oyer SIO,OOO,OOO. 
Mr. Plumb said 
he believed th a t th at retention of money 
in tile treasury and the assumption on 
the part of tho Secretary to do w hat 
m ight have been once 
proper, 
but 
which now constituted a menace to the 
business of the country, ought to bo 
prohibited by law. 
From every quarter there was abund­ 
ant evidence that Hie public needed for 
the transaction of Its business that this 
money in the treasury should be dis­ 
bursed. 
For all useful purposes it might 
as well be in the bottom of tho sea as in 
the treasury. 
During last year nearly 
$40,000,000 of national bank circulation 
had been withdrawn. 
To meet th a t reduction there was of 
course tho coinage of silver—$2,000,000 
a m onth—and tho coinage of g ild, but 
experience showed th at not only were 
these two agencies needed, but there 
was also needed paper money to the 
maximum amount outstanding at any 
time. 
The business of the country was 
languishing. 
New enterprises were 
withheld. 
Old enterprises were strug­ 
gling to keep on their feet. 
And there 
was dread, and terror, and apprehension 
w here there ought 
to bo hopefulness, 
helpfulness and enterprise. 
T h a t condition of things would con­ 
tinue until tile remedy was attained, 
and th at remedy could only come by 
legislation, because 
legislation, com­ 
bined with executive action, had brought 
the country to where It now was. 
Con­ 
gress would legislate some of these days 
on the silver question; but no one knew 
when and no one knew how. 
W hatever 
was done would result in a great addi­ 
tion to the money of the country.

this method of his, or something like it, 
would give an addition at once, and the 
money could be disbursed within sixty 
days.

Treasurer 
Huston 
Alarmed 
Over 
Condition of the Vaults, 
W ashington, April 15.—The treasur­ 
er of the United Statos has asked the 
Houso committee on appropriations to 
put through the House immediately a 
special appropriation to enablo him to 
strengthen the old treasury vaults in 
which aro deposited aggregating $<9)0,- 
000,000. 
He had experiments made re­ 
cently, his suspicions 
having 
been 
aroused as to tho security of the vaults, 
which are of a style twenty-five years old. 
His expert bored a hole through the 
vault wall in seventeen seconds and 
made the hole large enough to crawl 
through in seventeen minutes. 
P racti­ 
cally the contents of tho vaults wert 
at his disposal, including $250,OOO in 
greenbacks, In a corner six foot square. 
T he committee, on 
receiving this 
startling information, told 
T reasurer 
Huston to go ahead and prepare esti­ 
mates, promising to put through the 
House immediately any appropriation 
deemed necessary. 
The treasurer is 
now preparing estimates which 
will 
probably be ready so that tho bill can be 
presented to-morrow. 
Meanwhile the 
treasury guards have been doubled. The 
total amount of tho funds for which 
T reasurer Huston is responsible is about 
8760.000.000, 
Of this amount 
about 
8170.000.000, chiefly in silver, is in the 
now steel silver vault, the remainder 
being in the old treasury vault, which it 
Is 
now 
proposed 
to 
repair 
and 
strengthen. 
T he Treasury 
watchmen 
have al­ 
ways boon noted for their integrity and 
fidelity, but if by political influence 
(their positions not being protected by 
the civil service law) two or three expert 
cracksman could get on the force, or if 
a cracksman could get into the treasury 
at night on an employes’ pass or in any 
other way, less than an hour’s work on 
the old treasury vault would give them 
the biggest fortune in the world if they 
got away with nothing but greenbacks. 
T he treasurer’s examination o tth e vault 
and his recommendation to the commit­ 
tee on appropriations have been kept 
entirely secret from 
all but tho five 
members of the committee who would 
have especial charge of the m atter un­ 
der the committee’s division of labor.

vVhen a merchant buys goods of a 
wholesaler in the great city, he (se­ 
cures a reduction or ‘discount’ from 
the bill, of from 5 to 25 per cent., 
according to the kind of goods he is 
buying and the margin cl profit 
there is in them—i f h e p a y s c a s h 


d o w n . 
If he cannot pay cash down but 
remits in IO days, ho receives almost 
as much discount; if he pay not ti.I 
30 diys, he receives still less dis­ 
count, and if he pay not till 60 days 
he receives none. 
So the thriving 
merchant discounts every bill as it 
comes. 
But to do so he must have 
ready cash, and be can get it only as 
he receives it from customers, or as 
he loans it to himself as working 
capital. I f all paid cash, they would 
furnish the merchant the reaiy mon­ 
ey to take every discount; and just 
so tar as they do not pay cash, in 
just so far they compel the mer- 
< caant to advance him self the money 
to pay his Jbills, which money he 
could put out at interest, and earn 
7 or 8 pir cent, on the loan. 
W e have now gone to the a-b-c of 
explication of the discount business 
md why all merchants desire to 
change credit custom to cash trade. 
While it woald be simple j u s t i c e , 
.et th^y cm not have two prices— 
one for credit aud a lower one for 
cash; this would lead to ili-wil1, they 
must name the same price to ell 
alike, and then, not as a gift ora 
present but simply because it is de 
-orved, they can make a favoiing 
discrimination to the cash buyer, 
S *me of your merch sots have 
made large purchases a I special 
coTtrdcts fjr the great Encycloptedia 
Britannica, aud propose to give to 
each cash buyer this work.

Palaces are not such prisons as the 
world imagines. 
If you think that the 
only time Kings and Queens come forth 
from the royal gates is in procession 
and gorgeously attended, you are mis­ 
taken. 
Incognito, by day or by night, 
and clothed in citizens1 apparel or tho 
dress of a working woman, they come 
out and see the world as it is. 
In no 
other way could King Solomon, tho au­ 
thor of my text, have known everything 
that was going on. From my text I am 
sure he must, in disguise, somehow 
have walked into a store of readymade 
clothing, in Jerusalem, and stood near 
the counter and overheard the conver­ 
sation between a buyer and seller. The 
merchant put a price on the coat, and 
the customer began to dicker and said: 
••Absurd! that coat is not worth what 
you ask for it. 
Why just look at the 
coarseness of the fabric! See that spot 
on the collar! Besides thut, it does not 
fit. 
Twenty dollars for that? Why it 
isn’t worth more than ten! They have 
a better article than that, and for a 
cheaper price, down at Cloathem, 
Fitem & Brothers. 
Besides that, I 
don’t want it at any price. 
Good 
morning.” 
“Hold!” says 
the mer­ 
chant; “don’t go off in that way. 
I 
want to sell you that coat. 
I have 
some payments to make and I want the 
money. Come now, how much will you 
give me for that coat?” 
“Well,” says 
the customer, “I will split the differ­ 
ence. 
You asked twenty dollars and I 
said ten. Now, I will give you fifteen.” 
“Well,” says the merchant, “it’s a 
great sacrifice, but take it at that 
price.” 
Then Solomon saw the cus­ 
tomer with a roll under his arm start 
and go out and enter his own place of 
business, and Solomon, in disguise, 
followed him. 
He heard the customer 
as he unrolled the coat say: 
“Boys, I 
have made a great bargain. 
How 
much do you guess I gave for that 
coat?” 
“Well,” says one, wishing to 
compliment his enterprise, “you gave 
thirty dollars for it.” Another says, 
‘ ‘I should think you got it cheap if you 
gave twenty-five dollars.” 
“No,’’says 
tho buyer, in triumph; “I got it for fif­ 
teen dollars. 
I beat him down and 
pointed out the imperfections until I 
really made him believe it was not 
worth hardly anything. 
It takes me 
to make a bargain. 
Ila! 
Ha!” 
Oh, 
man, you get tho goods for less than 
they are worth by positive falsehood; 
and no wonder, when Solomon went 
back to his palace and put off his dis­ 
guise, that he sat down at his writing 
desk and made for all ages a crayon 
sketch of you: 
“It is naught, it is 
naught, saith the buyer, but when he 
is gone his way he boasteth.” 
There are no higher stylos of men in 
all the world than those now at the 
head of merchandise in Brooklyn aud 
New York and in the other great cities 
of this continent. Their casual promise 
is as good as a bond with a pile of col­ 
laterals. 
Never since tho world stood 
have there been so many merchants 
whoso transactions can stand the test 
of 
the Ten Commandments. 
Such 
bargain-makers are all the more to be 
honored because they have withstood 
year after year temptations which have 
flung many so flat and flung them so 
hard they can never recover them­ 
selves. 
While all positions in life 
have powerful besetments of evil, there 
are specific forms of allurement which 
are peculiar to every occupation and 
profession, and it will be useful to 
speak of the peculiar temptations of 
business men. 
First, as in the scene of the text, 
business men are often tempted to 
sacrifice plain truth, the seller by ex­ 
aggerating the value of goods, and the 
buyer by depreciating them. 
We can 
not but admire an expert salesman. 
How he watches the moods and whims 
of his customer. 
With what perfect 
calmness he takes the order and bows 
the purchaser from his presence, who 
goes away having made up his mind 
that he bought the goods at a price 
which will allow him a living margin 
when he again sells them. 
The goods 
were worth what the salesman said 
they were, and were sold at a price 
which will not make it necessary for 
the house to fail every ten years in or­ 
der to fix up things. 
But with what burning indignation 
we think of the iniquitous stratagems 
by which goods are sometimes disposed 
of. 
A glance at the morning papers 
shows the arrival at one of our hotels 
of a young merchant from one of the 
inland cities. 
He is a comparative 
stranger in the great city, and, of 
course, he must be shown around, and 
it will be the duty of some of our en­ 
terprising houses to escort him. 
He 
is a large purchaser and has pleuty of 
time and money, and it will pay to be 
very attentive. 
The evening is spent 
at a place of doubtful amusement 
Then they go back to the hotel. Hav­ 
ing just come to town, they must of 
course, drink. 
Business prospects are 
talked over, and the stranger is warned 
against certain dilapidated mercantile 
establishments that are about to fail, 
and for such kindness and magnanim­ 
ity of caution against the dishonesty of 
other business houses, of course, it is 
expected they will—and so they do— 
take a drink. 
Other merchants lodging in adjoin 
mg rooms find it hard to sleep for the 
clatter of decanters, and the coarse 
ca ousel of these “hail fellows well 
met” waxes louder. 
But they sit not 
all night at the wine cup. 
They must 
see the sights. 
They stagger forth 
with cheeks flushed and eyes blood-1 
shot. 
The outer gates of hell open to 
let iii the victims. 
The wings of lost 
souls flit among the lights, and the 
steps of carousers sound with the rum­ 
bling thunders of the damned. 
Fare­ 
well to all the sanctities of home! 
Could mother, sister, father, slumber­ 
ing in the inland home, in some vision 
of that night catch a glimpse of the 
ruin wrought they would rend out 
their hair by the roots and bite the 
tongue till the blood spurted, shrieking 
out: 
“God save him!” 
What, suppose you, will come upon 
such business 
establishments? and 
there are hundreds of them in the cit­ 
ies. They may boast of fabulous sales, 
and they may have an unprecedented 
run of buyers, and the name of the 
house may be a terror to all rivals, and 
from this thrifty root there may spring 
up branch houses in other cities, and 
ail the .partners of the finnan ay move 


apparel that human art ever wove or 
earthly magnificence ever achieved. 
But a curse is gathering somewhere 
for those mvn, and if it does not seize 
hold of the pillars and in one wild ruin 
bring down the temple of commercial 
glory, it will break up their peace, and 
they will tremble with sickness and 
bloat with dissipations, and, pushed to 
the precipice of this life, they will try 
to hold back and cry for help, but no 
help will come; and they will clutch 
their gold to take it along with them, 
but it will be snatched from their 
grasp, and a voice will sound through 
their soul, “N ota farthing, thou beg­ 
gared spirit!” 
And the judgment will 
come and they will stand aghast before 
it, and all the business iniquities of a 
lifetime will gather around them, say­ 
ing, “Do you remember this?” and 
“Do you remember that?” And clerks 
that they compelled to dishonesty, and 
runners and draymen and bookkeepers 
who saw behind the scenes, will bear 
testimony to their nefarious deeds, and 
some virtuous soul that once stood 
aghast at the splendor and power of 
these business men will say, “Alas! 
this is all that is left of that great firm 
that occupied a block with their mer­ 
chandise and overshadowed the city 
with their influence, and made right­ 
eousness and truth and purity fall un­ 
der the galling fire of avarico and 
crime.” 
While we admire and approve of all 
aouteness and tact in the sale of goods, 
we must condemn any process by which 
a fabric or product is represented as 
possessing a value which it really does 
not have. Nothing but sheer falsehood 
can represent as perfection boots that 
rip, silks that speedily lose their luster, 
calicoes that immediately wash out, 
stoves that crack under the first hot 
fire, books insufficiently bound, carpets 
that unravel, old furniture rejuvenated 
with putty and glue and sold as having 
been 
recently 
manufactured, gold 
watches made out of brass, barrels of 
fruit the biggest apples on top, wino 1 
adulterated with strychnine, hosiery 
poorly woven, cloths of domestic man­ 
ufacture shining with foreign labels, 
imported goods represented as rare 
and hard to get, because foreign ex­ 
change is so high, rolled out on the 
counter with matchless display. 
Im­ 
ported, indeed! from the factory in the 
next street. A pattern already unfash­ 
ionable and unsalable palmed off as a 
new print ufion some country merchant 
who htfe just come to town to make his 
first purchase of dry goods and going 
home with a large stock of goods war­ 
ranted to keep. 
Again. 
business 
men are often 
tempted to make the habits and cus­ 
toms of other traders their law of 
rectitude. 
There are commercial 
usages wnich will not stand the test 
of the last day. 
Yet mon in business 
are apt to do as their neighbors do. 
If the majority of tho traders in uny 
locality are low in principle, the com­ 
mercial code in that community will 
be spurious and dishonest 
It is a 
hard thing to stand close by the law 
of right when your next door neighbor 
by his looseness of dealing is enabled 
to sell goods at a cheaper rate and de­ 
coy your customers. 
Of course you 
who promptly meet all your business 
engagements, paying when you prom­ 
ise to pay, will find it hard to com­ 
pete with that merchant who is hope­ 
lessly in debt to tho importer for the 
goods purchased, and to the landlord 
whose store he occupies, and to the 
clerks who serve him. 
There are a hundred practices pre­ 
valent in tho world of traffic which 
ought never to become tho rule of 
honest men. 
Their wrong does not 
make your right. 
Sin never becomes 
virtue by being multiplied and admit­ 
ted at brokers, board or merchants, 
exchange. 
Hollow pretension 
and 
fictitious credit and commercial gam­ 
bling may awhile prosper, but the day 
of reckoning cometh, and in addition 
to the horror and condemnation of out­ 
raged communities the curse of God 
will come, blow after blow. 
God’s 
will forever and forever is the only 
standard of right and wrong, and not 
commercial ethics. 
Young business man. avoid the first 
business dishonor, and you will avoid 
all the rest. 
Ono wrong admitted 
into the soul may gain in strength 
until, after awhile, it flings open all 
the avenues of the immortal nature 
and the surrender is complete. 
, 
Again, many business men have 
been tempted to postpone their en­ 
joyments and duties to a future season 
of entire leisure. 
What a sedative 
the Christain religion would be to all 
our business men if, instead of post­ 
poning its uses to old age or death, 
they would take it into the store or 
factory or worldly engagement now! 
It is folly to go amid the uncertainties 
of business life with no God to help. 
Many, although now comparatively 
Straitened in worldly circumstances, 
have a goodly establishment in the 
future planned out. 
They have in im 
agination built about twenty years 
ahead a house in the country not diffi­ 
cult of access from the great town,for 
they will often have business, for old 
accounts to settle, and investments to 
look after. 
The house is large enough 
to accommodate all their friends. The 
halls are wide and hung with pictures 
of hunting scenes and a branch of ant­ 
lers. and are comfortable with chairs 
that can be rolled out on the veranda 
when the weather is inviting, or set out 
under some of the oaks that stand sen 
tinel about the place, and rustling in 
the cool breeze, and songful with the 
robbins. 
There is just land enough to keep 
them interested and its crops of a1 
mon fabulous richness springing up 
under application of the best theories 
to be found in agricultural journals 
The farm is well stocked with cattle 
and horses, and sheep that know the 
voice and have a kindly bleat when 
one goes forth to look at them. 
In 
this blissful abode their children will 
be instructed in art and science and 
religion. 
This shall be the old home­ 
stead to which the boys at college will 
direct their letters, and the hill on 
which the house stands will bo called 
Oakwood or Ivy Hill or Pleasant Re­ 
treat or Eagle Eyrie.

The store and the counting house 
have developed some of the most 
stalwart characters. 
Perhaps origin­ 
ally they had but little sprightliness 
and force, but two or three hard 
business thumps woke them up from 
their lethargy, and there came

have become the front men in Christ's 
great army, as well as lighthouses in 
the great world of traffic. 
But busi­ 
ness has been perpetual depletion to 
many a man. 
It first pulled out of 
him all benevolence, next all amia­ 
bility, next to all religious aspiration, 
next all conscience, and though ho 
entered his vocation with largo heart 
and noble character he goes out of it a 
skeleton, enough to scare a ghost. 
Men appreciate the importance of 
having a good business.stand, a store 
on the right side of the street or the 
right block. 
Now, every place of bus­ 
iness is a good stand for spiritual cul­ 
ture. 
God’s angels hover over the 
world of traffic to sustain and build up 
those who are trying to do their duty. 
To-morrow, if in your place of worldly 
engagement you will listen for it, you 
may hear a sound louder than the rat­ 
tle of drays and the shuffle of feet and 
the chink of dollars stealing into your 
soul, saying, “Seek ye first the king­ 
dom of God and His righteousness, 
and all other things shall be added 
unto you.” 
Yet somo of those sharpest at a bar­ 
gain are cheated out of their immortal 
blessedness by stratagems more palpa­ 
ble than any “drop game” of the 
street. 
They make investments in 
things everlastingly below par. They 
put their valuables in a safe not fire­ 
proof. 
They give full credit to influ­ 
ences that will not bo able to pay one 
cent on a dollar. 
They plunge into a 
labyrinth from which no bankrupt law 
or “two-thirds enactment” will ever 
extricate them. 
They take into their 
partnership the world, the flesh and 
the devil, and the enemy of all right­ 
eousness will beast through eternal 
ages that the man who in all his busi­ 
ness life could not be outwitted or 
overreached at last tumbled into spir 
itual defalcation and was swindled out 
of heaven. 
The commercial world will some 
day be startled by an awful conflagra­ 
tion, even the last. 
Bills of exchange, 
policies of insurance, mortgages and 
bonds and government securities will 
be consumed in one lick of the flame. 
Gold will run molten into the dust of 
the street. 
Exchanges and granite 
blocks of merchandise will fall with a 
crash that will 
make 
the 
earth 
tremble. 
The flashing up of the great light 
will show the righteous the way to 
their thrones. 
Their best treasures 
in heaven, they will go up and take 
possession of them. 
The toils of busi­
